Tho si'l.-n.lld iinlfdi-.ili v 
regularity of Us opt-rnlioii!* nu' liidtl up 
to our admiration lu coatraat to the 
imagined erlla of private ma.iH;;cmeiit 
of the nana. So loodly are tbe claims 
uttered that not one indlTldunI In a 
thousand ao much aa aaapec'U that 
there la tlie leaat diapate concerning 
the alleffsd facta on whleli they are 
rounded. Tet a little iOTeatigatlon will 
illsclds*' tliat fvoii In this branch of 
service, far more adapted to goveru- 
ment handling than almoat anjr other 
that can be named, thara axlat, aide by 
sld* with whaterar banaflta an foanu 
to accrue, the most Berlo«)8 erlls and 
dattgera, from which prlrate matuiKP- 
meut Is free. 

The (|uestl<in of e<'onomy would re- 
qnlro «'Xton(l('(l himdllnK, and It Is 
enough for the present pu^iose to re- 
mark th.it a cloBo InveHtlgntlon In this 
direction will glvs the advucatee of fed- 
eral ownerahip mora than one bad half 
hoar. A much mora aarloaa phaao ot 
the aubject la that whleh coocema fhe 
gradual tranaformatlon of an adminis- 
trative function into an autocmtlc ccn 
soibhip. Thttt such a process should 
' have actually taken pinoo undor tho 
foetcrinK cnrt' of deuifKTntlc Instltii- 
; tlons would be incretllble if not provc<l 
beyond a cavil. 

Here are a few facta: Under the 
"fraud ocdai'* ayatam aa IndlTldnal 
who has giTOB oAnaa to a afaagie 
postal odBdal may bo driven to bank- 
ruptcy wtthOUt fSolt on bla part and 
with no hope of rsdresa from the courts 
or from any other source. An Irro- 
vereible flat may forbid all delivery of 
mail to him aa long as be lives and 
thua effectively cat him off from com- 
BOBieatlng with his kind. He may be 
a man of the atrlcteat honesty. A 
Ibdgo and Jury may detarmlne tala tnial- 
nesa to be entirely legltlraatc. Still, 
one hostile bureancmt in Washington 
may rofus»> hlni the clcnu'iitary rixlits 
of a citizen. The I'nltfd Statp.s mi- 
pmne court has coMi.v mii-d ttiat wwe 
of the malls is "a prUllege and not a 
light" and that the cltircn hnH no 
ground for legal complaint If the post- 
al auttaoritlea see fit to doprlve him 
ef It In other werda, ths government 
Bnrt aupp r saaaa an competition In ear- 
lylng tbe mails, allowing no means of 
eommunlcatlou exceiit through itn 
agi'n( y, nnd then assumes the right to 
refuse to any |H>rKon the servh'e It will 
not allow lilin to olitain elsewhere; If 
there is no menace to our llbertlee in 
thia. pray where lliiin we look for sneh 
a menace? 

That not a mere poealbUlty, but u 
serioua actuality, la here apokeo of the 
caae of Helen WUmana will servo to 
demonatrate. Mnh WUmai^ published 
a mental science paper, wherein she 
set ft>rth the doctrine that mind BUf- 
ficiontiy devclopi'd and coucentrnted 
; (iM M IjiTotnc »'nllri'ly dominant over 
botlily Uiseuse nud ndght in time even 
nclik-ve the conquest of death Itself. 
She offered her services to re-enforce 
the wills of thoae who aoaght for 
health and bodily ^igor and seems to 
have actually helped many hypochon- 
driacs and nervous Invalids to regain 
strength by renewing their self conti- 
dence and hopefulness. That her prac- 
tice reaulte<1 In harm to any human be- 
ing baa never l)e<>n shown. There was 
no deceit In her treatment Its nature 
waa clearly stated, and only those to 
whom her theorlea carried conviction 
availed themaelves of It In an evil 
hour, however, ahe chanced to offond a 
postal official. As a conseciuenco an 
edict was promulgated dci.yln^; h. r nil 
use of tbe malls for any purpose. ICv- 
ery letter addressed to her was stamp 
ed "Fraudulent" and returned to the 
sender. The order was extended to the 
paper, casslng Its death and depriving 
her of the right to present her side of 
the matter to the world. Ultimately 
all the members of her family were 
embraced In ths sweeping flat. For 
someUiing over five yeara, up to the 
day of her death, thia American wo 
man was oilUIally marooned fr*ini In- 
tercourse with lier klud throiiKli the 
malls. No iipin'.il WHS of any avail, a.-" 
tho courts refUM-il to interfere. 

A sliullur arbitrary proccediug de- 
stroyed the People'a Bank of St. Louis 
about two years ago. , although this 
unique Inatitutlon waa ao far from 
being fraudulent that when thus aud- 
denly forced to go ont of bualnesa It 
at once l^iuldaKsl all lis debts, paid 
all ltd Uepoaltora In full and returned 
dividends of 86 psT eant to ths stock' 
holders. 

Tbe "second < lass" mall rulings form 
a tissue of ubaurdlties which cannot be 
briefly treated. The luckless publisher 
without "Influaaes" la traatsd as a sus- 
pected criminal from tts moment of 
his application for admlaslon to ibe 
maila— he has either too much adver- 
tising matter or too Uttje, bis puliltca- 
tlon Is too iiiui h given to exploltlug 
the views of Its editor, the paper con- 
tains too little of general ln!ere:-it. It 
carrlea too many exchanges, top muay 
copies are sent to subscritiera in ar- 
rears, too many sample co{Mes art: 
sent ont, and so on. When tho pub- 
Usher in dsaperatlon hega for n 
inite mlfng oo any ol t of theae points 
he U iDsolsnUy told that "ths depart- 



ment cannot undertake to ihttract pub 
Ushei^." They^nust know by InatlBtt 
Juet wtiat course will keep them elsitt 
of Bcylla and CbhrybOla or thay af»; 
arbitrari^ refused "asooad elaaa" rsfe- 
Istry. which gensTBUy fosest the papsr- 
to auflpeud. 

The elastic lawa ngninst lotteries and 
obscene literature form another ocra- 
slon for ofllelul a huso of discretion. 
Vonrhsaflng no ex.Tct dcflnitiou 
either of these terms, the departmedt 
every now and then [lounces on a pulV 
llcation whose editor dreamed of noth- 
ing ao little us of giving legltlmats 
ground for effenae. The Ohloago^ su- 
perintendent of second olsss malls ths 
other day branded as 'V>bsesns'' a ro- 
port of the natlosial Vurlty congress! 
The acting assistant attorney general 
of the T'nited States has declared a 
magazine uninallahle for containing a 
simple advertisement of a study of the 
I siH'l.'il evil, written with the moot ear- 
nest pni|Miv(. tiy a former resident phy- 
alcinu on Blackwell's Island and recog- 
nized for fifty years as a claaslc work 
of immsnss vslos to ths soelologloal' 
stodsnt A fbrmsr oOetal fosad la* 
dscsacy In a helpfal work oa patnliss 
childbirth for ths use of proepectlvs 
mothera. 

These are but a few sainj)les of unde- 
nial>le abuse of authority in the va- 
rious branches of the postal service, 
and the like could be multiplied many 
times. Here the cltlaen la deprived ot 
his rights with no veetlge of "due proc- 
ess of law" as arbitrarily as coold bs 
dons la Rossla. If he appsala to ths 
courts, he Is told that there ran be no 
redress, as is clear from the following 
decision: 

The courts will not interfere by msut- 
damua with the ezoeutlvo oflleers ot the 
rovemment In the exerelM of their ordi- 
nary oflloial duties even where those du- 
ties require an Interpretation of law, no 
appellate power beln( given them (or that 
purpose.-u. 8. os reL Dualas BIsA- 
US u. 8. 40. ■ " 

Tnder these nnd like rulings the citi- 
r^fn Hg-jrlcved by the act of u postofflce 
official must submit to any otitrage 
that may be Imposed on him. Tbe ntat- 
ter haa been repeatedly tsstsd, aad 
without any mode of securing rallaC 
The bareaucratle postal reglais for- 
olahea one of the darkest and most 
difficult problems for our democracy to 
solve. "U'lth gov»>rnti)eut owiit'rshtji of 
transportation lines nnd other related 
activities tbe possli'i inc-; for a com- 
plete and iierpetual ilespotlsm would 
be enormously Increased. After de- 
stroying and prohibiting all private 
modes of conveyanes ths govsmmeat 
might well declare that traaaportatlon 
ia "a privilege, not a right" and cut 
off thoas whom the exociitlve chose to 
rate as "undesirable citizens " from all 
possibility of travel. I'ntll the poirt- 
ofllce system has lieen fur more thor- 
ou),'lily dcni<K-rntl7.ed la it not a species 
of Insanity to Invite our people to em- 
bark in enterprises of a more dscldsdly 
stats soclallatlc character T
